a great effort. It is not a tragedy—in. } 
deed it begins perilously like a conven- 
tonal musical comedy—but it may Fell be 
described asa picturesque work, of roman- 
tie sensibility ‘and sentimentality cul 
minating in pathos. The obvious thing to 
notice about it is that it is a drama with 
music, Tt must not be supposed, however, 
that Mr. Drinkwater’ 8 play is an opera, 
or. that-he has ‘made his’ Buras and his’ 


other characters mere operatic beings. 
songs wre]. 


dramatically introduced, and probably 
will-especially in the wholly admirable 
and. vigorous. scene in Barley Sheaf— 
heighten the emotional value of the drama 


of which they are an integral part. In- 
decd, one ithagines that this dramatic use 
of song may’ make the play 2 .popilar 
success, That,"however, cannot be judged 
by reading. A good defence may be offer- 
ed for the “introduction of Burna’s songs 
There 
is 2 passage ip Carlyle’s famous _cssay 
which may’ have influenced. Mr, Drink- 
water in this connection. The poems of 
Burns, writes Carlyle, ‘(are but like little 
rhymed fragments scattered here and 
there in the grand unrhymed romance of 
his earthly existence » and it'is only when 
intercalated in this at their proper places 
that they attain Care full measure of 
significance.” “Drinkwater’s play is 
quite obviously constructed so as to give 
the poems ‘their full measure of signi- 
Reance.” But in doing this he has tended 
to lose spmething of tho reality, if not 
of the, Brandeur, of ‘the ,unrhymed 
romance ” of the poct’s earthly existence. 
The life of an artist is ‘not necessarily, 
illustrated by. his works of art. 
The first, scene shows” Burns at his 
“ gayest, brightest, most fantastic.’’ The 
second scene shows “him in “‘ looser, 
louder,’ more exciting socicty,” having 
|been initiated ‘‘in those dissipations,. 
those vices, which a certain class of philo- 
sophers have asserted ta be a natural 
‘preparative for entering. on active.Life.” 
In the third acene-he is in Professor Fer- 
gusson’ s house in. Edinburgh almost like 
‘some Napoleon among’ the crowned. 
sovereigns of modern Politics.” . The 
“calm, unaffected, manly” manner’’ in 
‘which ‘he ‘nat only bore “ this, dazzling 
ut estimated ‘its value 
is admirably displayed by Mr, Drinkwater. 
In the excellent fourth. scene the poet ir’ 
shown with “all manner’ of -convivial 
Maecenases.”’, There is some excellent 
characterisation in this vivid scene which 
stiould make it go with zest on the stage.

The London Scottish were, not unde- 
servedly, the’ pets of ‘a large section of 
‘the press, and one uncomphmentary ex- 
planation of their mythical exploit is that 
they were credited with every successful 
‘action in the war, from the Battle of the 
‘Marne'to the Gnal rout of the Hun, ex- 
cept the sinking of the Emden, by this 
glorifying agency. A more probable ex- 
planation is "the following, ‘The sinking 
of the’ farious German raider’ took plaee 
on the same day as the London Scottish 
covered themselves with glory in what 
was practically their baptism of fire ‘at 
Messines.

The monument ot Dunfermline consists 
of an imposing cenotaph, somewhat.’on 
the Jinty of that in ‘Whitehall, rising 
from the contre of a.largo balustraded 
stone plutform, deeply stepped on its 
open. side—in a position conspicuous for 
its . importuneé and prospects. ic 
Orkneys-monuthent is the obelisk and 
crusaders’ cross, designed by Sir Regi- 
nald * Blomfield, and erected by the 
“Wnr.Graves, Commission in tho naval 
cemetery at Lyness, on the island of 
Hay. The great granite crescent, ewith 
its classical pillars and its figure of the 


open front of the Aberdeen memorial, 
adds an imposing feature to the street 
architecture of the’ city.

| LEAGUE'S. ACHIEVEMENTS. " . 


Tho Iqllowing very interesting ‘letter 
on ‘this subject appears in The Tintea 

In tho leading article on “ European 
Reconstruction "in your issue of to-day 
you say: ; : 


Before the efforts*of 12 forcign States 
were co-ordinated under the guidames of 
the Financial and Economic Commission 
of the League. no less than £25,000,000 
sterling had beon poured into the Aus-’ 
'trian nnancial abyss, by foreign States, 
acting independently, without any appro- 
‘ciable result. , ; : ; 

May I put the cage in a slightly dif- 

ferent .way? If it bad not been for the 
£25,000,000 sterling poured into thoy Aus- 
trinn financial -abysd in 1919 and. 1920 
there would hava been no Austria for the 
Loague to help.. Incidentally, the foreign 
States: who provided that money were not 
acting independently, but with daily and 
rather tiresome -co-ordination through 
the Supreme ‘Economic Council on which 
the United States, France, Italy, and 
Grent Britain had each frve representa- 
tives with ministerial powers. ‘Fortu- 
nately ‘for Europe, Mr. , Hoover was 
Director-General of Relief. 
Council wis dissolved the credits for 
Austria and other countries were granted 
and ‘administered through the Inter. 
national Committee for Relief Credits, 
which included representatives of ever 
Government interested, with Lord Brad- 
bury as chairman. So. much of vital im- 
portance to thé world has happened in 
Europe since those critical days that. it 
aig small wonder .the details have escaped 
memory. rn Bg 

To recall, the conditions under which 
the credits were given 1 may perhaps 
bo ‘permitted to quote from an official 
report on Centra! ‘Europe presented to 
Parliament early in 1920 which it was my 
duty as British Director of Relief to 
write.
